The Associations of »n London Sguare.

A writer in Belgravia gossips about soms of
the squares of London. Here is what he has
to say of one of them :—

“Now, with a stride westward, let us pass
on to Grosvenor square, which Pope mentions
as early as 1716, It derived its name, Mr.
Cununingham tells us, from Sir Richard Gros-
venor, fourth baronet (of the Giros-Veneurs),
who died in 1732, That arrogant, virnlent
friend of Pope's, Dishop Warburton, lived in
this spot; here he propounded his paradoxes,
and reviled Methodists, Wilkites, infidels, and
indesd anylbody that differed from him.
Thrale, the ﬁood brewer, who with his gena-
rous hogpitality at Streatham oheersd the
melancholy of hig friend Dr. Johnson, died in
this square in 1781, At No, 30 John Wilkes
died. The distiller’s son, thin, squinting,
lisping, yet delightful, after all his duels, and
politioal squabbles, and sedition, came here
and ended his days as a quist constitutionalist,
active againgt the Lord George Gordon rioters.

“Wilkie's patron and Haydon’s hiorror, 8ir
George Beaumont, lived at No. 20, Here he
talked his pleasant platitudes about high art,
and descanted over the Claudes that he used
to carry about with him in his carriage.
gee no brown in grass,” said Constable to him
one day in the country, laying an old Cre-
mona on the dazzlingly green lawn, to prove
that the old masters were darker than they
should be. PBut Bir George's mind was not
original; and he went off with his brown trees
and his receipt for composition till Turner
eame and painted as Claude should have done,
and put twenty miles’ more landscape within
the four sides of a frame than Lorraine ever
could pack.

“No. 30 Grosvenor sqnare is a house indis-
golubly conmected with the Cato street con-
spiracy; 23d of February, 1820. The conspi-
rators—of whom the chisf was Thistlewood—
ex-ensign in & West India regiment and a dis-

aced gambler of infamous character, who

Erud. dlbgled in the Spafleld troubles and in all
the dangerous seditions of the day—with his
leutenants, Ings, a savage pork-butcher, a
man of color, and a cobbler, met in a loft over
a stable In Cato street (now Homer street),
Edgeware road. 'l'ha{l were armed with pikes,
pistols, swords, and hand-grenades; and were
to rugh into Lord Harrowby's, directly Thistle-
wood rang the ball, with a pretendad lattor.
Home of them were to guard the kitchen stairs
and the area, to keep back the sarvants; while
the rest were to enler the dining-room, and
glay all the Cabinet Ministers that day invited
to dinner. Ingsocarried two bags; one intendad
to contain Lord Bidmouth's, the other Lord
Castlereagh’s head, which were to be put on
pikes, and carried before the conspirators
through the streets, They were then to seize
the oannon of the City Light lorse in Gray's
Inn lane, fire gomo houses near there, und
then march on the Bank and the Mansion
House. The Bow street ruunersa surprised
them as they were armin%, and secured the
ringleaders. Thistlawood, howevar, ran
Smithers, one of the officers, lhrmTh, and ea-
c;pocl. & was soon after eaptured, and wi_th
his coadjutors, Ings, Brunt, Tidd, and David-
gon, hung at the Old Bailey; and afterwards
olumsily beheaded, much to the disgust and
horror of thes arowd."

PrexarvRe Bumian.—A Frenoh paper, the
Journal de Pontarlier, relates a onse of prema-
ture interment. During a funeral of & young
woman st Montflorin, who had aprlnmt'l y s
in an epileptic fit, the grave iggor, afltar
having thrown a spadefu of eurth on the
ooffin, thought he heard a moaning from tha
tomb, The body was consequently exhumed,
and a vein b'h:f‘ opened, yielded blood almost
warm and liguid. Hopes were for a momant
entertained !‘]mt the young woman would
recover from her lethagy, but she never did
g0 entirely, and the next day life was found W
be ut.lm{.

Mortality Among Matried Men and
Bachelors.

The London Daily News saysi—'"The tenth

‘detailed nnnual report’ of the Registrar-Gene-
ral of births, deathe, and marriages in Soot-
land, directs attention to the differenéo

between the death rates of the married and
anmarried men 4t esch quinquennial period
of life, Taking the mean of the years 1563
and 1864, it seems that at every guinguennial
period of life from 20 years of age up to E5,
married men died in Sootland st & much lower
rate than the unmarried. Thus, from 20 te
26 yenre of mge, in every thonsand married
wen only 48 died annually, but in every
thousand nnmarried men at the same ags,
15-01 disd. From 20 to 30 years of age, only
#:28 died annually In every thonsand married
men, bot 1484 in every thousand unmarried.
From 80 to 856 years of age, only 865 died in
every thousand married men, but 15904 in
every thousand nnmarried men., From 45 to
60 yenrs of nge, in every thousand of each olass,
only 1704 married, but 2118 unmarried died
annually.
In every thonsand of each elasg from 50 to
years of age, 1964 married men
died annually, but 26-34 unmarried. In every
thousand of each class from G0 to 65 years of
age, 3663 married men died annually, but
4404 unmarried men, In every thoussnd of
each clags from 70 to 76 years of age 8156
warried men disd anouoally, but 102417 un-
married men. Kven to the extrome age of &0
to 85 years, in every thousand of each class
there died annually only 187:88 married men,
but 1Y5:40 unmarried. Above.this age the
numbers for both classes were too small to
yield trustworthy or steady results; and so
few attain these extreme ages that no dis-
crepancies in the results; at snch ages, conld
aflect the conolusions deduced from the mor-
tality at the other nges.

‘“Small, however, as are the numbors who
attain such extreme ages, the difference on
tha whole preponderates in favor of the mar-
ried men. ‘These carefully ascertained facts,’
gays the Registrar, ‘applicable to the whole
male population of Scotland who are above
twenty years of age, and for a period of two
years, seem to prove that the married state ia
the condition of life best fittud for mankind,
and that at every successive stage of life mar-
ried men die at & much lower rate than un-
married men of the same ages, It seems im-
poesible, therefore, to avoid drawing the con-
clusion that it is to marriage, and the more
regular domestic habits which attend that

state, that the resunlt is attribntable.”’

Styptic Kither to Stop Eleeding.,
It is well known that cold, if applied in the
proper manner, 48 by the use of ice, eto., will
put an immediate stop to the flow of blood,
even when it comes fromn small arteries. After
& time, however, if thé cold be withdrawn,
there is reaction, renewal of the circulation,
and bleeding. More permanent and complete
effects, however, have been recently obtained
from o new compound of ether, prepared and
used for the purpose by Dr. benja.min w.
Richard¢on, of London. He calls it styptic
ether, the chiaf feature of which is its holding
in solution oxyloidine and tannin, the astrin-
gent principle ot oak bark. It is thrown on
the l;}:eeding part in the form of a fine spray,
through a tube prepared for the purpose. In
order to test the extreme effects of the com-
pound as a styptie, or means of checking
bleeding, Dr. Richardson took sheep’s blood,
removed all the fibrin or coagulable part, and
then let the blood remain exposed to the air
for two days, to insure partial decomposition.
In this way the blood was rendered nearly as
fluid as port wine, and inthe most unfavorable
condition for being transferred into clot. A
few teaspoonfuls of the blood were now placed
in a pancer, and this was warmed to the tem-
paerature of the body. The spray of the styptic
ether was then directed nupon the fluid bloed
from a foll-sized spray tuobe, and in five
gseconds the whole mass of blood was so tho-
roughly solidified that the saucer could be
tarned upeide down without the esoape of any
fluid. The blood, which had previously pre-
sented the odor of putrefaction, was also
deodorized, and remained so for ten days after

the experiment.

Women and Tea,
Much of the nervous nnrest and over anxiety
of the women of this generation is due to the
excessive mse of tea, *“Ounr grandmothers’
drank it and worked it off through the mus-
cular system; but those of this age, with brain
and nerves more sensitive, :4.11& engaged in
pursuits which intensify this condition, are
rendered more excitable by stimunlants, which,
under other circumstances, might be used
with much less harm. Women who do much
manual lnbor drink their tea, do their work,
and sleep well; while those are very nervous
and wakeful whoss employments are sedentary,
or guch as indoce more mental than musenlar
activity. I have known many of the lattor
cluss who lved largely upon their tea, eating
little food and growing thin, sensitive, anc
gleepless, sharp in face, sharp in feeling, and
often sharp in words too. Tea may be one of
the good thingse when used to stendy and
strengthen the nervous system when de-
pressed by accident, severe sivckuess, or over-
work; but those who live on it live too fast,
and, when they have once come to rely npon
it, feel wenk and worthless without it, and
witlh it grow wore and more nervous still,
wondering why, because they fanoy their
“breakfast tea' i3 as safe to be drank as new
milk at all times of day and night. Black
tea I8 less stimulating than green, con-
sequently less injurious, but even this will
not do for “victuals, drinks and lodging,’” as
the Irishman said of his whisky.—ZHerald of
u(uff"n ;
